was not represented in the court-room. 
Messrs. Jas. O. Broadhead and Ellis of St. 
Louis, who were in court on legul business of 
their own, attracted by the display of Portis’ 
forensic abilities, pricked up theirears and a 
few minutes of attention on their part was suf- 
ficient to convince them that a matter of 
GREAT IMPORTANCE TO THE CITY OF sr. LOUIS 
was being considered, and that Mr. Portis, as 
the legal representative of a big corporation, 
was practically ‘‘stealing a march’’ on the 
city in a neglected but extensive suit involving 
the perpetuation and preservation of priv- 
ileges granted years ago by the old St. Louis 
County Court to the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern Railroad Company, which, if held 
by the Gould or any other railway system of

the present day, would be valued at 
millions of dollars and might de used 
to work great loss to St. Louis 


property-owners. A hurried examination 
of the papers in the case convinced Messrs, 
Broadhead and Ellis of the absolute necessity 
of doing something to defeat Portis’ pretty 
little scheme, and Mr. Broadhead asked of the 
Court the right to be heard in the case as a St. 
Louis property-owner and an_ interested 
party. The Court granted the request, and 
Messrs. Broadhead and Ellis last night pre- 
pared an answer to Mr. Portis’ arguments 
which was heard in court to-day. 


THE POINT INVOLVED IN THE CASE 

isthe right of way granted to the railroad 
company across nearly every street which 
runs to the river in the city limits and Oaron- 
delet. The original order of the court men- 
tions most of the streets, but in some places 
its vagueness might give by inference a great 
many additional advantages. The privileges 
granted are so unusual and extensive that 
Col. Broadhead, upon hearing of them, de- 
nounced the order as an infamous and ruinous 
outrage. ; 

„Why. said he to a Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent, ‘‘if the Court should decide that 
the order of the County Court was valid and 
good in law, the Iron Mountain Road could 
run its tracks to almost any point in the city 
between Carondelet and the northern. city 
limits and westwardly to the Union Depot. As 
I understand it, only one little track in 
Carondelet has ever been laid under the order, 
and ina suit over that track, the present ap- 
peal was taken. City Counsellor Bell repre- 
senting the city and myself representing 
interested property-holaers were given to un- 
derstand by Mr. Portis some time since that 
the only question involved in the Supreme 
Court was the right of the city to appeal, and 
that the ‘question of the validity of the 
order was not to be considered at all. Now 
comes Mr. Portis with a brief in the absence of 
City Counsellor Bell, and contrary to our 
tacit agreement, raises the point involving 
the rights acquired by the railroad under the 
order ofthe old St. Louis County Court. 


WHY IT I8 INFAMOUS. 

Should the Court decide in favor of the com- 
pany on the point raised by Mr. Portis, the 
railroad would be given almost unheard-of 
privileges. For that reason I asked to be 
beard yesterday afternoon, and with the as- 
sistance of Mr. Ellis prepared an argument in 
behalf of the city.’’ 

The order of the old County Court was issued 
in June, 1876, just previous to the adoption of 
the Scheme and Charter, and as stated by Col. 
Broadhead, with the exception of one little 
track in Carondelet, the privileges granted by 
the order have never been sought to be car- 


ried out. 
Extracts from the order are as follows: 


„There ig hereby given to the St. Louis, Iron 
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right of way for the purpose ot constructing, 
maintaining and operating railway branches 
to form cénnections with and use tracks at the 


feet wide and shall pase to and from the prop- 
erty it may acquire, from the east side of Main 
street westwardly, between Plum and Oedar 
streets, to Fourth street, and to and from 
property in other blocks, south of Poplar 
street, to said depots. For said purpose the 
right of way is given for crossing Main, Sec- 
ond, Third, Fourth, Cerre, Fifth, Sixth, Sev- 
enth, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets and intervening alleys.’’

Col. Broadhead said that the order of the 
County Court was made January 19, 1876, pre- 
vious to adoption bythe City of 8t.

Subsequently the Iron Moun- 
tain Road was sold by Mr. Alien and associates 
to its presentowners. In the meantime a law 
was passed by the State L ure 
prohibiting the passage by sale of special 
privileges such as the order grants, and the 
point was made that, even if the order was 
valid, its privileges did not pass to the new 
owners of the road. The present case grew 
out of an attempt of the railroad to lay a track 
across some of the streets of St. Louis a num- 
ber of years ago, which attempt Was resisted 
by the City of St. Louis.

THE FORMER BANDIT VISITS sr. LOUIS IN 
SEARCH OF WORK. 


He Is Royally Received in the Criminal Court 
and “‘Dined” by Judge Noonan— He Might 
Open a Cigar Store, but Would Not Go 
Into the Saloon Business—He Will Proeb- 
ably Lecate Here. 

Frank James, who has made his name known 
throughout America and Europe, arrived here 
this morning from Nevada, Mo., where he has 
been living ever since his trialand acquittal. 
He has been employed there as u clerk in 
a shoe store, but is now out of a position, and 
is here in search of work. He filed an applica- 
tion with a local shoe and clothing company, 
and will very likely be given a situation there, 
in which event he will make this city 
his future home. On arriving here 
this morning he went tothe furnished room 
establishment of Waiter 8. Ridgway at No. 12 
North Seventh street, Mrs. Ridgway being an 
old acquaintance of his. About 10:30 o’ clock 
he left there in company with Mr. 
Ridgway and visited the Four Courts to 
see ex-Goy. Johnson who defended him at 
his trial. They found the attorney in the 
Criminal Court, which was stillin session, and 
walking inside the bar the ex-bandit grasped 
him by the hand. The lawyer returned the 
gtip in a hearty manner and appeared 
both much surprised and pleased to 
see his old client. After a short talk, 
he brought James up to the bench and intro- 
duced him to Judge Normile, who stepped 
down to greethim. There was another warm 
shaking of hands between the outlaw of years 
and the wearer of the judicial ermine,and they 
conversed together for a few minutes. 
Then Gov. Johnson introduced his pro- 
tege to Circuit Attorney Clover, Clerk 
Ben Finney, Presley N. Jones and others, and 
the outlaw remained inside the bar for fully 
fifteen minutes chatting with the leading 
lights. Only the newspaper reporters and the 
few people to whom Gov. Johnson had intro- 
duced James knew at that time who he 
was, though some of the audience 
in the denches of the court-room 
appeared to wonder who the man could be 
about whom so much fuss was being made. 
The ex-outlaw and his former attorney left 
the court-room together to go over into the 
Court of Criminal Correction to see Judge 
Noonan. He was brought up and

side the bar until court adjourned. He did so 

with Mr. Ridgway, and when court took a re- 

cess for dinner, about 12:30 o’clock, they were 

joined by Judge Noonan and ex-Gov.

FRANK JAMES 

is the last man inthe world that would be 

picked out as a bandit. He is rather tall, of 

very slender build; in fact, quite thin. His 
face is small and thin, and all his features 
sharp and pointed. He has a long, thin nose, 
thin lips, and his cheek-bones are quite 
prominent. He appears to be about 40 
years of age, has light hair that is just com- 
mencing to fall out in the back of his head 
where the 1 oy * ends, and a small blonde 
mustache. His chin is sharp and pointed and 
is one of the most noticeable features of his 
face. The eyes are rather small, blue in color 
and sharp and penetrating, but by no means 

what would be called bad eyes. He wore a 

standing collar, black tie, ornamented with a 

small diamond pin of rather poor quality, an 

olive gray coat and vest, small gold chain, 
dark, grayish pants, and on his feet 
had a large pair of arctics. The 
most notable feature of his dress 
was an overcoat of a gray color, trimmed 
about the collar and cuffs with a light brown 
fur. The general appearance of the noted 
criminal is that of a good old down- East church

When approached by a reporter he was sur- 
rounded by Gov.

A DEED OF DEMONS. 


WRECKING A PASSENGER TRAIN NEAR 
DUNBAR, NEBRASKA, 


The Dastardly Act the Result of a Grudge 
Against the Engineer, James Dewitt, 
who is Killed in the Wreck—Frank Heno- 
wetts, the Express Messenger, and a 
Lady Passenger Seriously Injured—The 
Train Plunges Down an Embankment 
Fifteen Feet—Statements of the Ran- 
road Officials, 


r KANSAS CITY, Mo., January 12.—The South- 
bound passenger train on the Missouri Pacific 
extension, which left Omaha last night and 
was due here this morning, was wrecked near 
Dunbar, Neb., about midnight. The wreck 
was caused by the loosening of a rail, done by 
parties unknown. Several spixes and fish plates 
had been removed, and the train coming along 
atthe rate of thirty miles an hour plunged 
fifteen feet down an embankment and landed 
in asnow drift. James Dewitt of Wyandotte, 
Kan., the engineer, was caught under the 
boiler 
AND KILLED. 

His body had not been recovered at last ac- 
counts. Frank Henowetts, the express mes- 
senger, whose home is im this city, was in- 
ternally hurt, and may die. A lady, whose 
name was not learned, was badly hurt, but 
the other passengers were not seriously 
injured so fgr as known here. All were shaken 
up, however, and more or less bruised. The 
entire train left the track, and probably the 
loss of life would have been great 
except for the snowbank, which 
broke the force of the plunge. 
The Missouri Pacific officia!s here state that 
the wreck is the result of the third attempt 
upon the life of Dewitt, the engineer. They 
say that some of the men engaged in the 
strike last spring cherished 

A GRUDGE AGAINST DEWITT 

because he was an actiye supporter of the 
company during the great strike. They as- 
sert that the wreck near Wyandotte, for which 
Hamilton has just been tried, was the result 
of a plot against Dewitt’s lite, but bis train 
was not the first to pass over the 
track, asthey expected, Subsequently, they 
say, a second attempt was made and last 
night’s was the third, Several suspicious- 
looking men, it its said, were seen 
loitering about the station at Dunbar 
last evening. Tracks were found lead- 
ing from the scene of the wreck which 
may furnishaclew. The Sheriff and several 
others are searching the neighborhood, and a 
reward will be offered for the capture of 
wreckers. A number of California excursion- 
ists were among the party.

already amounts to millions of dollars. This 
they willrecover, however, when the dead- 
lock is broken and the great burden ofthe 
loss will ultimately fallon the public. Owing 
to the scarcity of coal the big sugar refineries 
of Havemeyer & Eider in Williamsburg, were 
shut down yesterday and 800 men thrown out 
of work. hose refineries alone, consume 
about 200 tons a day, and the lack of fuel will 
pear heavily on the men thrown out of work. 
There is very little coal in the vaults of the 
Arbuckle Coffee Mills, and itis expected they 
will also be closed. 

COST OF THE STRIKE. 
„The public will have to pay ten millions 
for this strike, said a coal dealer yesterday, 
‘fand if Lam not deceived will yet try in vain 
to get coal. Unfortunately it will be the poorer 
people who will be the principal losers, as all 
who can afford it have laid in a supply for the 
winter. The far-reaching effect of the strike, 
if a settlement is not concluded soon, can 
hardly be calculated. 
The six companies interested have in times 
past wholly supplied the consumers of coal in 
seven States and in those States there are 18. 
000,000 people. All ofthe Sound ports, and in 
fact ali of the East Atlantic ports, are even 
now suffering eitherforalack of coalor pay- 
ing high prices for it. It is only a question of 
a week at the most when all New England will, 
if the strike lasts, be without a ton of coal. 
When itis considered how the great mano 
facturing companies, who have millions of 


dollars invested and who employ hun- 
dreds of thousands of men will 
suffer, how they will have to 


shut down on account of having no coal and 
how their employes will be thrown out of 
work, some idea of the far-reaching effect of 
the strike of the 3,000 coal handlers may be 
had. They are notthe only people who will 
suffer. There are 5,000 men employed in the 
transportation of coal between this port and 

the ports on the Sound, and they are all 

thrown out of employment because there is no 
coal to carry. All the Sound tug- boat lins en- 
gaged in towing coal barges are idle ata great 
oss to their owners. There are in this port 
thousands of men who handle coal Who are 
idle and in the mining districts 
of Pennsylvania there are 70,000 coal miners 

idie because there are no empty cars 
to be had to remove the coal already mined. 
This is a great army of idle men, but it would 
be nothing — 1 tothe number who will 
be without work ina few days, if the strike is 
kept up and the great factories are compelled 
to close their doors. At Weehawken, and all 
the way down on the docks on the Jersey Coast 
to Port Johnson, there are thousands of coal 
barges lying empty, while every available 
mile of side track is filled with loaded ¢éoal 
cars.

OBJECTIONS TO BASHAW PRESENTED TO 
THE SENATE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 


Special Assistant Dyer Takes Charge of the 
Investigation of the Election Frauds in the 
United States Court—Disfranchised Voters 
Before the Contest Court. 


This morning United States Attorney Blies 
received the following letter, enclosing the 
commission of D. P. Dyer as special counsel 
to prosecute the electjon fraud cages:

At the opening of court Mr. Bliss appeared 
before Judge Treat and presented the com- 
mission. The Court said he knew that 
Mr. Dyer was familiar with the duties of the 
place from experience had some years ago. 
His commission was received and ordered 
noted. Mr. Dyer said he was fully aware of 
the difficulties and importance of prosecuting 


the election cases and of further investiga- 
tion,and hoped that the Court would guide the 
proceedings. Having been duly enrolled as 
the Assistant United States Attorney, Mr. 
Dyer was immediately initiated into the 
secrets of the investigation. All the evidence 
will be presented to him for the purpose of 
making him familiar with the developments 
of the inquiry, which will be resumed on the 
25th inst. 
It appears that when the question of ap- 
pointing a special assistant United States At- 
torney arose the Missouri Senators were not 
idle. Senator Vest regretted the Bliss-Bashaw 
controversy and did not at all sposere of the 
olicy of his protege. The fact that it resulted 
mn a vacancy in this important position at a 
critical time compensated somewhat for the 
bad policy of Bashaw. When Senator Vest 
learned that the request for the appointment 
of Dyer and Broadhead had also been made by 
the Citizens’ Committee and could not be ais’ 
regarded, he undertook to effect a compro- 
mise and urged the appointment of Jay L- 
Torrey. The result shows that the Senator 
failed of his purpose. Apparently the failure 
is becoming more inglorious and that Sena- 
tors Vest and Oockrell will be put to the 
necessity of making another personal appeal to 
the friendship of their fellow Senators 
in behalf of an unpopular nominee. 
The charges made by the District Attorney in 
his statement of the complication to the Pres- 
dent were judged to be so just and unpartisan 
thatit was given a hearing in the Cabinet 
meeting.

THE KELLY BANQUET. 


Mr. Eugene Kelly’s Objection to Attending 
on Account of Henry George. 


NEW YORK, January 12.—When the com- 
mittee of Irish-Americans of this city de- 
cided to give adinner to Dr. James E. Kelly, 
the prominent physician of Dublin, they in- 
vited Eugene Kelly, the banker; FP. M. Hav- 
erly, Henry George anda great many others. 
The dinner was given Monday evening, but 
Eugene Kelly and Mr. Haverly were not 


present. They had previously informed the 
committee that they could not attend, because 
Henry George was among the guests. Eugene 
Kelly was seen yesterday at his banking 
house in Exchange place, and asked why he 
refused to be present. He said: ‘‘Some time 
ago I accepted an invitation to dine with Dr. 
Kelly, a most admirable man, and a v 
eminent physician, and Saturday last I saw in 
some paper that Henry George was to be pres- 
ent, and that I was to sit at his right hand and 
that Maj. Haverly was to sit at his left, and 
as soon as I saw that I wrote a letter declining 
to be present. I regard Mr. George as a very 
dangerous man in a community like this. He is 
endeavoring to establish a new party. and by 
specious pleadings, by pretending to be the 
friend of the poor, he has induced good men 
from the Republican party—a few of them—to 
join him, and the rest of his following is made 
up of tramps, anarchists, socialists and what 
not. He attacks the Catholics and endeavors 
to show thatthey are not the friends ofthe 
poor, while in the next breath he asserts him- 
self as the friend of the Catholics. The whole 
genius of thé Catholic religion is 

SYMPATHY AND AID TO THE POOR; 
its priests give up everything that they may 
minister to suffering in every shape; its sisters 
of charity have no other mission than to aid 
the poorand suffering, and knowing this, I 
felt that I could not conscientiously sit at the 
same board or engage in any work in which 
this man had a vart. Ina country like this, | 
Iregard the doctrines of George as most per- 
nicious. He speaks of the attitude of the 
Catholic Church on the land question in 
Ireland, but the conditions there 
are very different from what they 
are in this country. do 
not care to discuss that question further than 
to say that the English law recognizes the 
principle that those born on the land havea 
right to a living from it, but the landlords ig- 
nore that principle and exact from the tiller 
of the soil his wholesubstance. Here there is 
land for and here there is a livelihood for all 
who are willing to work. I felt that if I joined 
Mr. George at this dinner, the impression 
might go abroad that I sympathized with him 
in his land doctrines and in his published at- 
tacks on the Catholic religion. his I could 
not for a moment permit, and so I declined to 
zo. Ihave nofeeling in common with George, 
but on the contrary I think his doctrines most 
dangerous. 

There may be more trouble of a similar kind 
about the dinner to be given Michael Davitt 
January 17. It is feared that many prominent 
Irish Catholics inay follow the example of 
Messrs. Kelly and Haverly, and refuse to at- 
tend if Henry George is to be one of the guests. 
Mr. George said yesterday that he had paid for 
his tickets for the banquet, but had since 
made up his mind to write to the secretary of 
the committee, that if any one was likely to 
be absent on account of his presence he would 
not attend. Mr. Davitt recently criticised 
Henry George’s article in his new paper on 
the case of Dr. McGlynn, and some mut 
friends fear that the pleasant relations of ° 
Davitt and Mr. George may be ruptured there- 
by.

Senator StanForD has made a speech 
the Interstate Commerce Dill. 
Nobody ever suspected that he obtained 
or took the trouble to fill a seat in the 
Senate for any other purpose but to over- 
awe and influence Congress with the 
mountainous millions of the Pacific Rail- 
road gangs of public plunderers—to de- 
fend their ill-gotten gains and protect 
their villainous methods from the hand of 
public justice and reform.

Sono one will be astonished to learn 
that Senator STANFORD is one of the 500 
baronial landlords who own half of the vast 
area of the great State of California, and 
that he is the distinguished originator, 
advocate and defender of the dogma that 
railroads should be permitted to charge in 
all cases all that the traffic will bear.” 
The exemplification of this dogma by the 
roads and pools under his control has been 
a monstrous record of injustice, extor- 
tion and public pillage hardly ever ex- 
ceeded by an invading army. 

It is true that LELAND STANFORD is a 
good man who, having lost his only child, 
intends to bequeath all of his vast wealth 
to educational and charitable uses. His 
good intentions, perhaps, justify to his 
conscience the means and methods which 
he still defends. But the policy of tol- 
erating such methods and permitting such 
acquisitions canpot be vindicated by one 
accidental case of restitution in the shape 
of educational and charitable founda- 
tions. The policy is neither just nor 
wholesome that permits millions of men 
to be wronged that afew may buy either 
the Legislature or the populace with mag- 
nificent gifts to the public. Itis well to 
remember how the people of Rome were 
corrupted by those who overthrew the 
Republic.

ONE of the consequences of nullifying 
the Constitution of Missouri has been 
brought home to Col. Joun O’Day’s city 
of Springfield. President FELLows of the 
Springfield Wagon Company, a concern 
which employs a large force of men and 
claims to have the best plantin the wag- 
on-making business west of the Mississippi, 
is proposing to remove the establishment 
to Kansas City if he can obtain guaran- 
tees that he will not be treated there by 
the railroads as he has been treated in 
Springfield. He says: We have to pay 
at Springfield] more for a car load of 
“iron from St. Louis than dealers pay 
for manufactured wagons, while we 
“have to pay about the same for a car of 
“lumber from the forests of Arkansas to 
“Springfield, as we would have to pay to 
“Kansas City. Consequently we have to 
“abandon our present site, after building, 
“as you know, the best plant west ot the 
„Mississippi.“ To stop the removal, the 
Springfield Leader tells him that ‘‘East- 
“ern made wagons can be shipped right 
through Kansas City to any given point 
“in Kansas cheaper than they can be 
„shipped from Kansas City.“ The 
passage of the interstate commerce bill 
and the enforcement of sound State laws 
against unfair discrimination will re- 
lease industrial establishments from hav- 
ing to move hither and thither to dodge 
ruinious discriminations every time a new 
pool is formed or an old one changes its 
rates.

In Belgium each member of the Chamber of 
Representatives receives 200 florins or £16 15s. 
per month, or for the session of eight months 
4184. 

In Denmark the members of the Landsthing 
and the Folkething are paid the same salary, 
186. per day. The average number of working 
days in a session is 145, the total amount for 
the same is £113 158. 

In Portugal, Peers and Deputies receive an 
annual stipend of £67. 

in France Senators and Deputies each get 
19,000 france or £350 a year. the colonial Repre- 
sentatives getting in addition their travelling 
expenses 

Iu Sweden the members of the Diet receive 
1,200 rix dollars, equal to £65 148. for a session 
ot four months and their travelling expenses. 
Members of both Chambers are fined 10 rix 
dollars, or II shillings a day, if they do not 
attend. . 

In Switzerland members of the National 
Council receive ten shillings per day, which is 
paid out of the Federal Treasury. Members 
of the State Councils are paid by the cantons, 
and their salaries range from six shillings to 
ten shillings per day. 

In the United States Representatives and 
delegates, each receive $5,000 per year, and 
their traveling expenses at the rate of 10 cents 
per mile. 

In Norway the members of the Storthing 
receive thirteen shillings and four pence a 
day while itis sitting, which is usually about 
twelve weeks. 

In Italy neither Senators nor Deputies are 
paid, but they get free passes over ali the 
railways in the kingdom, and some other 
concessions as to taxes and patronage, a most 
objectionable mode of paymenés, and long 
since condemned in this and other 
countries where similar privileges used 
to be conceded to legislators. 

In Spain the members are not paid. 

In Greece the Senators get £20 per month, 
and members of the Representative Chamber 
£10 per month. 

In all the local Legislatures in Germany the 
members, with one or two exceptions, are 
paid, the salaries averaging in Prussia about 
9s per day, apd in Austria 20s. 

The members of Parliament of Great Britain, 
as is well-known, receive no pay and have no 
direct patronage, Werethe members of the 
House of Lords paid at the same rate as 
American Congressmen, their salaries would 
amountto about £518,000, and the members of 
the House of Commons would absorb about 
4670, 000. 


How to Live a Full Century. 


From the St. James’ Gazette. 

Prof. Humphry of Cambridge has pre pared 
a series of tables which contain some interest- 
ing information about centenarians. Of fifty- 
two persons whom he mentions, at least 
eleven—two males and nine females—actually 
attained the ane of 100. Others attalned very 
nearly tothe hundred years. Only one of the 
persons reached 108 years, while one died at 
the alleged age of 106, Ot the fifty-two per- 
sons, thirty-six were women and sixteen men. 
Prof. Humphry tells us that the comparative 
immunity of women from the exposures aad 
risks to which men are subjected, and the 
greater temperance in eating and drinking ex- 
hibited by women, are the chief points in de- 
termining their higher chances of longevity. 
Out of the thirty-six women twenty-six had 
been married, and eleven had borne large 
families. Of the twenty-six who had been 
wives eight had beén married before they were 
20, one at 16, and two at 17. 

Twelve of the fifty-two centenarians were 
discovered to have been the eldest children of 
their parents. This fact, ados Dr. Humphry, 
does not agree with popular notions that first 
children inherit a feebleness of constitution, 
nor with the opinion of racing stables, which is 
decidedly against the idea that ‘‘firstlings’’ 
are to be depended on for good performances 
on the course. The centenarians generally 
regarded were of spare build. Gout and 
rheumatism were, as a rule, absent. It 
seems, says Prof. Humphry, that the frame 
which is destined to great age needs no such 
prophylactics, and engenders none of the 
peccant humors for which the finger-joints 
(as in gout) may find a vent.’’ 

Of the fifty-two aged peopie, twenty-four 
only had no teeth, the average number of teeth 
remaining being four or five. Long hours of 
sleep were notable among these old people, 
the period of repose averaging nine hours, 
while out-of-door exercise in plenty and early 
rising are to be noted among the factors of a 
prolonged life. One of the centenarians 
**drank to excess on festive occasions;’’ an- 
other was a free beer-drinker,’’ and drank 
like a fish during his whole life. Twelve had 
been total abstainers for life,or nearly so, and 
mostly all were small meat eaters.’’ 


Monopoly vs. Monopely. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The steel-rail monopolists having been en- 
abled, by virtue of a duty of $17 per ton on 
foreign rails, to advance the price to about 
the cost of English rails, plus duty, freight, 
insurance, and commissions, have now fallen 
foul of the railroads for charging too much 
for carrying their precious products to market. 
One of the consequences of the great advance 
in price that has taken place within a year has 
been to start up the works of a Colorado con- 
cern at Pueblo, which has been for some time 
closed. The Colorado concern began to com- 
pete vigorously with the three mills in and 
near Chicago for the supply of the ‘‘home 
market.’’ Then the Chicago concerns, 
through Mr. 
official of great experience, made a request 
that the Colorado pool railroads should re- 
duce the freight rates so that they might com- 
pete on better terms with the Pueblo rolling 
mill. It was charged that the rate from Chi- 
cago to Colorado points, $16.40 per ton, was 
excessive, and out of proportion to the rates 
from Chicago to Missouri River points, which 
latter rates the steel-rail monopolists thought 
ought to satisfy the railroad monopolists. 
The whole freight charge from Chicago to 
Colorado, it will be noticed, is 60 cents per ton 
less than the ‘‘protection’’ on steel rails.

The treatment ot President Porter of the 
North Chicago Rolling Mils by President 
Adams of the Union Pacific —— is aptly 
described by the Times as worthy of the 
worst days of the Union Pacifi¢ Railroad under 
Jay Gold and Sidney Dillon.

THE METROPOLITAN PRESS. 


What the Editors of the New York Journals 
Are Saying This Morning. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, January 12.—The WORLD says: 
Poor men are largely shut out from the Gov- 
ernment. Elections have grown so costly 
that intoo many cases only those who can 
command money can afford to run for office. 
A poor man cannot bope to obtain a party 
nomination when the first question concern- 
ing an aspirant is ‘How much assessment can 
he afford to pay?’ A poor man cannot com- 
mand the influence without which it is idle to 
hope for an appointment. Governors are 
nominated, not because of special fitness, 
but because of splendid fortunes. Seate in 
the United States Senate are bartered away to 
the aspirant who uses the most money, either 
before or after a legislative election. Weight 
of money bags and not largeness of brain- 
wealth, not worth, is the test for Senatorial 
honors. ‘These abuses are no excuse for 
Socialism and anarchy because in a govern- 
ment of the people they can be oorrected 
within the law, not outside of it. Yet they 
drive many ignorant or unthinking people 
into seeming sympathy with anarchist doc- 
trines. Capital is its own enemy when it seeks 
to gain undue advantages by corrupt means. 
If wealth and corporate power will respect the 
rights of the people, their rights will de re- 
spected by the people, and property, law and 
order will be entirely safe in all parts of the 
Republic.’’

The Times says: An amendment at- 
tached to the Indian appropriation bill indi- 
cates that the Indian service has not yet 
reached perfection, It provides that no part 
of the money appropriated for farmers’ sal- 
aries shall be paid to a man who is nota 
practical farmer. The Government appoints 
men to teach the Indian how to till the ground 
and to become proficient in the art of agri- 
culture. One must reasonably suppose that 
real farmers would be selected to do this 
work, and that ward politicians and the like 
would be rejected even if they should apply. 
But it is said that broken-down politicians 
who scarcely know the difference between a 
cow anda harrow have, insome cases, been 
sent to the agenciesto teach agriculture. At 
all events it is not probable thatthe House 
adopted this queer amendment without canse. 
If the affairs of the Indian Bureau were prop- 
erly conducted, the adoption of such an 
amendment would be an insult to be properly 
resented.

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Why Finley Fled to London- Collapse of the 
Insurance Companty—His 


Anon. Amoanren 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O. . January 12.—Henry 
H. Finley, recently of Washington who was 
exposed yesterday in the London dispatch to 
the Posr- Dis rATOR, is a Washington, Colonel. 
He belongs to the higher ranks of Judges and 
Colonels who infest Washington, and who live 
upon the incredulity of simple-minded peo- 
ple. Mr. Finley left Washington several 
months ago under acloud. He was officially 
connected with the Anglo-American Insur- 
ance Company, which had asa capital stock 
in trade a marble counter and a plate glass 
window. It was said of this company that it 
tookin premiums, and issued policies upon the 
most liberal terms, until a serious loss came 
to the office for payment, and then the office 
closed. The District of Columbia is a place of 
shelter for all kinds of fraudulent companies. 
There are no laws regulating imsurance 
and there is no system of inspection. Super- 
intendent John McCall, then of the New York 
State Insurance Department, denounced the 
Anglo-American Insurance Company & long 
time ago. Mr. McCall told me that indict- 
ments had been secured in New York against 
the officials of this company, and that they 
could not enter the State to colleet money 
without running the risk of arrest. Let, 
in spite of this, the company kept open 
office in Washington and took in money forat 
least two years after. The authorities here 


finally gotafter the company and nearly a 
year ago the officials scattered in various 
directions. Finley went to London, the presi- 
dent of the company to Mexico, and gtners 
connected with the company went in other 
directions. Finley’s career in Washington 
dates from the campaign of 1876. He came 
originally from Detroit. He was pret well 
known in Chicago fifteen years ag*. e pre- 
tended to be an intimate friend of Wilbur F. 
Storey, the editor of the Chicago Times. 
Finley is a tall, broad shouldered man with a 
rather imposing manner to those who are not 
familiar with the ways of the world. 
HIS RELATIONS WITH TILDEN. 

In the campaien of 1876, he went to Mr. Til- 
den and obtained employment about the 
Democratic Committee headquarters. There 
is no doubt that he obtained this employment 
through his alleged reiationship with Storey. 
Mr. Finley was sent to Indiana to look over the 
campaign in that State and report. He had 
reguiar employment from the Democratic 
Committee, but they very early discovered his 
caliber and never intrusted him with any 
work of importance. But hg nef used tho 
little that was given him to the fullest extent. 
He told everybody that he was Mr. Tilden’s 
confidential agent, and that he had 
disbursed for the old man great sums 
of money. He was the only man who had 
tree access to the Tilden ‘‘bar’l’’ during that 
Ht tae 4 Naturally, be was much sought 
after. In Indiana he was received as a royal 
potentate. At the close of the exciting cam- 
paign Finley became a figure at Washington. 
During tbat troublesome winter of 1876-7, Fin- 
ley was the busiest man at the capital. He 
bad used his appointnient by the Democratic 
committee to place himself in confidential re- 
lations with a number of leading Democrats. 
When winter came he renewed these relations, 
and still continued, according to his myster- 
ious whisperings, to represent Mr. Tilden. 

A NEW ROLE. 

Finley would disappear from Washington 
tor a day or two and then returs breathing an 
air of mystery and importance. He had 
always just returned from Greystone, where 
he had been ‘‘toseetheold man.’’ This game 
he worked that winter fora ve short time 
with the real leaders, who soon discovered his 
humbug and dropped him. Then he adopted 
a new role, so far as they were concerned. He 
became an anxious Democratic watcher and 
reporter to the managers of what he could 
find out of the Republican misdeeds in that 
winter of intrigue and conspiracy. During 
those days he sought often to be inter- 
viewed, but the newspaper correspon- 
dents gave him very little opportunity 
to advertise himeelf in that way. 
His career from the winter of 1876 has been sim- 
ply the duplicate of many a lobbyist at Wash- 
ington. He endeavored, as far as possible, 
to maintain speaking acquaintance with pub- 
lic men so that he could trade this acquaint- 
ance off as intimacy with those who had money 
to pay for having things fixed at the capital. 
It would be very rash to assume that Finley 
ever had any influence at 8 He 
managed, until he went into the Insurance 
business, to pick up a good deal of business 
from people who wished affairs arranged in a 

Olitical way. It was not understood that he 

ad anythiag to do with the founding ofthe 
Anglo-American Company swindle. This was 
probably beyond his capacity, but with his 
vulture * he doubtless discovered early in 
its history its roguery and through this 
knowledge forced his way into the employ- 
ment of the company and secured an interest 
in the bogus company. 

Mr. Bayard is responsible for enough things 
without being charged with any responsibility 
for 8 Finley represents nobody but 
himself. The Alaska Seal Fur Company knows 
nothing about him and none of the 1 at 
the State Department have ever heard of him 
except through his Washington exploits.

The Missing Collector Not a Suicide—His

He went to the store on Saturday to 
draw his salary, and then went to his 
boarding-bouse, saying that he might 
be back until Thursday. Mean- 
Wood had received complaints 
from an Eastern firm  regardin the 
non-arrival of goods they had ordered from 
Bingham, and for which ef had paid. Mr. 
Wood went te Lake Wood, N. J., where Mrs. 
Bingham was on a visit to her son-in-law, and 
informed herof herson’s —— — and 
defalcations. She said her son had caused her 
trouble,and she had spent a great deal 
She promised to refund the money. 
The whole matter was put into the hands of 
her son-in-law, and that gentleman says if 
his brother-in-law turns up he will use all his 
influence to have him sent to Sing Sing. 
Bingham was traced toa Harlem saloon on 
the Sunday following his disappearance. The 
mext day he was seen with a girl in a concert 
saloon on Twenty-third street, New York, but 
since thea they have lost track of him.

The Queen Disappeiats Lord Salisbury—The 
Royal Offering on the Feast ef the Epiph- 
any—Emperor William and Prince Alex- 
ander—The Czar’s Purchase of the Galitzin

Ballentine—Alleged Secret Marriage of 
the Late Prince Imperial.

Loxrpow, January 12.—[Copyright, 1887.]— 
The Queen has decided definitely and finally 
that she will not open Parliament in person 
onthe27th. This is a decided disappointment 
to Lord Salisbury as the reason originally as- 
signed by her Majesty for not attending the 
ceremony was her objection to leave Osborne 
0 soon after her arrival there and, of course, 
this cannot hold good now that the date of the 
opening has been postponed till the 27th. 

A ROYAL FARCE. 

The offering of gold, frankincense and 
myrrh, which is made on the feast of the 
Epiphany in the Chapel Royal, St. James 
Palace, on behalf of the Queen, is a ceremony 
which might well be discontinued. Ifit be 
deemed desirable that the Sovereign should 
offer gifts to the Almighty with asolemn and 
stately service, surely it oughtto be worth 
while either for Her Majesty to attend in per- 
son orforher atleast to depute the duty to 
a member of her family instead of 
its being performed in a very jaunty 
fashion by the two gentlemen ushers in wait- 
ing, who are arrayed in full levee dress and 
who receive a handsome fee for their 
attendamce. I should vastly like to know who 
gets the geld which the Queen offers—$100,000 
or some such sum—and how much the cere- 
mony costs. The whole thing has degener- 
ated into a farce and ought te be done away 
with. It would be much better fer the Queen 
to devote the sum which is expended on the 
service to seme deserving hospital. The 
former practice was to send the royal offering 
up to the altar in a box on which a star was 
painted, but that decoration was abolished by 
Bishop Bloomfield, Dean of the Chapel Royal, 
as he thought that it savored of popery. A 
check for $250 was then given to the official 
who was charged with the duty of providing 
the offering. The Prince Consort on one 0c- 
casion opened the box and found that the 
offering represented an outlay of 15 shillings, 
and then it turrmed out that the balance was, 
by old usage, appropriated by some officials 
as a perquisite. The Prince at once stopped 
this and substituted the present custom of 
offering a number of gold sovereigns and the 
myrrh and frankincense ona large gold dish. 

THE WHY AND WHEREFORE. 

Iam enabled to state that the German Em- 
peror, acting, of course, by the advice of 
Prince Bismarck, has within the last few days 
communicated to the Grand Duke of Hesse 
his wish that Alexander of Batten- 
berg should travel for a few months until mat-

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THE PRINCE IMPERIAL’S LOVE. 


Alleged Secret Marriage of the Prince with 
an English Girl.

Lonrpon, January 12.—The Paris Figaro pub- 
lished on Monday a long article concerning an 
alleged liaison of the Prince Imperial of France 
with a young English woman. The story pro- 
tesses to be the substantiated version of facts 
which have hitherto been only circulated as 
rumors. According to the latter the Prince 
was represented as having contracted a secret 
marriage, the exact facts of which his family 
have been unable to clear up since his death. 
The Figaro asserts that he was never married, 
but that he left an illegitimate son as 
the result of his intimacy with the 
English girl in question. The truth of

is that while the Prince was living in England 
he one day meta handsome young girl in a 
train and made her acquaintance in the way 
that such acquaintances are sometimes made 
without, however, revealing his identity. The 
acquaintance immediately ripened into a warm 
attachment and the two were together a great 
dealin London. At the time tne Prince often 
visited London and had rooms at Dumont’s. 
Dumont is reported to be deeply attached to

When the news of the Prince’s death reached 
England, his picture was exhibited more than 
ever, and the young girl he had left 
to mourn his inexplicable absence took 
one of these ictures to Dumont and 
asked him if t was not a picture 
of her absent lover. Dumont confessed that 
it was. In the meantime the son had been 
born, and the mother carried it in her arms to 
Camden House, Chiselhurst, where the ex- 
Empress Eugenie lived. But she was thrust 
out, ne heed being given to her etory, and in 
her humiliation and distress she embarked for 
Australia, where she and her offspring now live. 
I went in search of Dumont to-day. His shop 
is 109 Regent street, on the second floor, 
a quiet, cozy place, where exclusive per-

was «a terra-cotta statuette of 
the Prince on the mantelpiece, represent- 
ing him in the rigidity of death, after 
he had been pierced by the assagais of the 
Zulus. A large portrait of him hung on the 
wall. There were other smaller portraits and 
mementoes of the Prince about the room. M. 
Dumont is a pleasant man of about 55. He 
said it was true that the Prince was at one time 
in the habit of coming to his place. There 
was a little room upst formerly occupied 
by another gentleman, where he used to go 
te dress previous to going to levees. He 
would come to have his hair dressed and then 
goto that room, which was always at his dis- 
osal, but he did not sleep there. 
Nor was it true that any young 
woman had come to him (Dumont) with a 
phetograph of the Prince and asked him it it 
was not that ot her lover. He had known ofa 
woman who was in love with the Prince, who 
used to haunt his residence at Chiselhurst, but 
he believed she was crazy and that the Prince 
never had anything todo with her.

A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


Noland’s Joint Resolution—Ball’s School 
Book Bill—Morehouse’s Appointments. 


Special Correspondence of the POsT-DISPATCH. 
JEFFERSON CITY, January 11.—Representa- 
tive Chas. Noland ef St. Louis will introduce 
to-morrow morning a joint and concurrent 
resolution calling a constitutional convention 
in May, 1889, for the purpose of effecting many 
needed alterations and additions to the State 
Constitution. Mr. Noland’s principal object 


in seeking to secure such a convention is to 
postpone action upon and take out of the realm 
of party politics the two leading and most im- 
portant issues of the present session—submis- 
sion and the railroad questien. He argues 
thata constitutional convention weuld cer- 
tainly be composed of representatives of a 
high grade of intellectual ability, who would 
be capable of forming laws on the subject of 
temperance and for the regulation of 
railroads, which would accomplish the 
main object of all good government; 
that is, the rotection of the minority 
against legislation by the majority of the 
masses. 

An effort will be madeto push Mr. Noland’s 
measure to the front, in order to shut off the 
submissionists, by holding’out to them the 
very plausible excuse that a Constitutional 
Convention isthe proper body to amend the 
Constitution. 

SENATOR BALL’S SCHOOL-BOOK BILL. 

Senator David A. Ball of what Justice 
McGrath calls ‘‘the living County of Pike,“ 
will shortly introduce in the Senate his school- 
book bill of last session, which was product- 
ive of numerous sensational stories two 
winters ago. The measure will pro- 
vide for the manufacture by the 
State and the sale te school 
children at cost price ot a series of school 
books which will be compiled and written by a 
State Board of Education. This Board shall 
consist of the State Superintendent of Public 
Schools, the President of the State University 
and the Principais of the various State 
normal schools, who may, if they 
wish, call to their assistance three 
advisers. The sum of $100,000 is appro- 
priated by the bill for the expenses 
of the Board of Education and to purchase the 
necessary outfit for the printing and binding 
of the schoo: books. 

The provision inthe bili of last session that 
the work of printing the books should be done 
by convicts atthe State Penitentiary will be 
omitted from this bill. Senator Ball says that 
the system of State manutacture 
of school books has been suc- 
cessfully tried in California and he 
claims, if adopted in this State, the saving to 
parents of schoo! children will be fully twa- 
thirds of the present cost of their children’s 
school-books. 

MOREHOUSR’S APPOINTMENTS. 

Some of the strong anti-Submission Sena- 
tors view with disfavor Lieut.-Gev. More- 
house’s appointment on the Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments. This committee 
will handle the submission resolution, and, 
owing to the fact that it is sought to 
kill submission in the Senate, the 
committee has suddenly assumed a great deal 
of importance. 

The members of the committee are as fol- 
lows: Chairman, Senator Saltenstall, and 
Senators Mansfield, Downing, Simrall and 
McGinnis. Of these Senators Downing, Mans- 
field and Simrall are supposed to be submis- 
sionists, and McGinnis and Saltenstall, anti- 
submissionists, giving the submissionists a 
majority of one on the committee. It is 
therefore almost a foregone conclusion 
that the submission resolution introduced by 
Senator Sheldon will be favorably reported 
“pon by a majority of the committee. 

hile the Republican party is generally be- 
lieved to be the party of submission, it will be 
geen that the three submission Senaters in the 
majority en the committee are Democrats, and 
that the only Republicara on the committee is 
Opposed to submission. 
THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

There is considerable talk among members 
of the St. Louis delegation, in favor of fram- 
ing and introducing a bill repealing the 
— — laws relating to the St. Louis Beard of 

olice Commissioners. The principal object 
seughtto be accomplished is to deprive the 
Governor of the State of the power to 
appoint the Police Commissioners and 
vest the authority in the Mayor of 
the city, making the police force entirely mu- 
nicipal inits organization and management, 
The advocates of the measure have for several 
days past been quietly feeling the pulse of the 
Legisiature on Marmaduke. is hoped by 
them to secure the pass of the bill by rep- 
resenting to the anti-Administration members 
that it only hides a scheme to get even with 
the Goverrzor’s st. Louis friends and to clip 
the Governor’s wings. 

AMENDING THE ELECTION LAWS. 

Mr. Ellis ef the St. Louis law firm of Dyer, 
Lee & Ellis, has n uested by some 
of the St. Louis members to draw up a bill 
amending the present election laws relatin 
to st. Louis, so that the election of municip 
Officials can conte and that the ballot- 
boxes can be opened in all city election con- 
tests. The bill will be introduced within the 
hext two weeks.
